The police theorized that

had been scraping the paint from 
a first-floor window frame above 
the stairwell when he fell. Dep 
uty Coroner John C. Black of 
Bristol was summoned and ruled 
it an accidental death. 
Born in England, Copestakes 
was a member of the Seotsville 
Methodist Church. 
Besides his wife, he is survived 
by three sons, Joseph

COINWORD Checks Bring Smiles 


MOSCOW (CPI) — Now 
that Khrushchev - Kennedy 
summit meeting; has been 
announced officially, the 
general attitude of Rus­ 
sians 
today was 
“don’t 
rock the boat.” 


Most Soviet citizens looked to 
the meeting in Vienna June 34 as 
an opportunity for easing interna­ 
tional tension, and they hoped 
nothing would spoil it. 
Soviet 
propaganda, 
usually 
strongly anti-American, was no­ 
ticeably toned down. It was ex­ 
pected to stay that way at least 
until 
Soviet 
Premier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev and President Ken­ 
nedy get together. 


The only note of disappointment 
seemed to be that no plans have 
been announced for Kennedy to 
come to Russia for a visit after 
the talks. 
Observers expected Soviet prop­ 
aganda 
and 
public statements 
from top officials would be de­ 
signed to create the best possible 
atmosphere for the meeting. 


The atmosphere was in deep 
contrast to the situation a year 
ago when Soviet-American rela­ 
tions sank to a low point over the 
U2 incident and the subsequent 
collapse of the Paris summit. 


After the Vienna meeting was 
announced officially Friday, Mos­ 
cow Radio started broadcasting 
favorable foreign press comment 
about the coming talks. The radio 
even played some American folk 
music. 
Soviet newspapers and the offi­ 
cial Tass news agency added 
more foreign press comment. This 
is a usual way in which the Soviet 
government expresses approval. 


Songwriter 


Dies At 82 


CHICAGO (UPI) - W h i t e - 
haired Joe Howard, who made 
millions writing songs like “I 
Wonder Who’s Kissing Her Now,” 
and kept Americans humming for 
more than a decade, is dead. 
The 82-year-old composer died 
last night the way he lived — 
performing on a stage. 
The colorful Howard collapsed 
on the stage of the Civic Opera 
House after taking bows for one 
of the songs he made familiar to 
a generation of Americans. 
Howard, dressed in a tux, died 
as he was blowing kisses to a 12- 
year-old organist in the orchestra 
pit. 
Howard was taken back stage. 
Efforts to revive the entertainer 
were futile. 
As Howard w o u l d probably 
have liked it, the show went on. 
The audience did not know he had 
died. 
Howard had come out of retire­ 
ment from his Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla., home for another appear­ 
ance before the beaming faces 
and footlights.

France Halts 


Offensive 


EVIAN-LES-BAINS, F r a n c e 
(UPI) —The French government 
opened peace talks with Algerian 
Arab leaders today by announcing 
the halt of its offensive military 
operations in Algeria tonight. 


At the same time, the govern­ 
ment announced in Paris that Mo­ 
hammed Ben Bella and four other 
captured Arab leaders had been 
transferred from imprisonment on 
the Atlantic island of Aix to house 
arrest in some undisclosed place. 


A sixth Arab leader was set 
free, and the government said it 
would release 6,000 Arab prison­ 
ers in Algeria in the next four 
weeks. 
The announcement was issued 
less than an hour after French 
and Algerian negotiators had met 
here to begin the first direct, face 
to face negotiations for peace that 
had been held since the seven- 
year - old Algerian war started 
Nov. I, 1954. 


Representatives of the rebel Na­ 
tional Liberation Movement and 
the French government sat down 
together in a heavily-guarded ho­ 
tel in this quiet resort town on 
the southern shore of Lake Ge­ 
neva. 


Their mission was simple — to 
find a formula for ending the war 
and giving the Algerian people 
their independence. But the prob­ 
lems were great in view of the 
bitterness that has built up. 


The Algerian delegates, led by 
Deputy Premier Krim Belkacem, 
flew in by helicopter from their 
base on the Swiss shore of Lake 
Geneva. 


The French, led by Algerian 
Affairs Minister Louis Joxe. drove 
to the white-painted hotel in a 
convoy ol official vehicles.

Castro, speaking shortly after 
midnight, 
said 
the 
prisoners 
would be sent to the United States 
'tomorrow,” apparently meaning 
Saturday. It was not clear, how­ 
ever, whether he meant the re­ 
mark lo be taken literally or was 
speaking in a general sense. 


The bearded Cuban, addressing 
ait audience at the headquarters 
01 the CTC union federation, said 
also that he would be willing to 
exchange Manuel Artime, civilian 
leader of last month’s invasion, 
for Francisco Molina, convicted 
killer of a 9-year-old Venezuelan 
girl in New York. 


Castro said earlier this week 
that he would be willing to ex­ 
change the 
1,000-odd prisoners 
taken in the abortive Invasion for 
500 U.S. tractors or bulldozers. 
He said today that, in releasing 
the prisoners, he would set the 
"less important’* free first. 


“When 
the 
last 
agricultural 
equipment arrives we will send 
the more important (captives),” 
he said. “The tractors can come 
in a ferry and we will send back 
the invaders in the same ferry.” 


He repeated, however, that his 
offer to exchange prisoners did 
not include “war criminals’* who 
he says formerly served ousted 
ex-Prcsident Fulgencio Batista. 


Castro assured the crowd that 
he will insist that any tractors 
sent by the United States be fully 
equipped with spare parts and in 
good working order “so they will 
pay for the full damage done our 
country.” 


He described Artime as an op­ 
position leader who played no 
military part in the invasion, and 
said “we are willing to trade him 
for Molina.” 


(Molina was sentenced to 20 
years* imprisonment for second- 
degree murder in the killing of 
little Magdalena Urdaneta, who 
was shot during a clash between 
supporters and opponents of Cas­ 
tro in a New York restaurant.)
